The routine proceedings of the week will 
be broken on Thursday by the ceremonies 
attending the presentation to the United 
States by the state of New Hampshire, of 
the statues of its two distinguished citizens, 
Daniel Webster and John Stark, both of 
which will on that day be unveiled in stat- 
uary hall. Mr. Hoar will deliver a speech 
on this occasion and other members from 
New England will also participate. 

Appropriations and ctrrency promise to 
exhaust what time remains to the house 
prior to the holiday recess. Mr. Heard, dem- 
ocrat, of Missouri, chairman of the commit- 
tee on affairs of the District of Columbia, 
desires to have business reported from his 
committee considered tomorrow (Monday) 
on the ground that the district lost so many 
days last session which were really due to 
it under the rules, und that another day 
will be lost by the holiday recess. But Mr. 
Outhwaite, chairman of the committee on 
military affairs, will demand consideration 
of the army appropriation bill, which will 
shut out the district committee. 

There are several propositions for new 
legislation in the army bill which will draw 
out considerable discussion. Two of these 
provide for a reduction of the number of 
majors in the pay department from twenty- 
five to twenty, and of the number of cap- 
tains in the subsistence department from 
twelve to eight. Both these changes were 
strongly urged by Secretary Lamont in his 
annual report. The cost of paying the troops 
in the last fiscal year was 2% per cent of 
the amount disbursed, and in this connec- 
tion the secretary said: 

“Already a number of posts are paid by 
check, and with the mail, express and bank- 
ing facilities of the present day, and the 
proximity of trcops to towns and cities, 
this plan could well be extended to cover 
the entire service, the actual distribution 
of the funds being devolved on the com- 
mandants of garrisons and their subordi- 
nates.”’ 

The secretary of war recommended a con- 
solidation of the quartermasters, subsis- 
tence and pay departments of the army into 
one bureau, and if the scheme were carried 
out it would make quite a reduction in the 
number of officers in those three depart- 
ments. The committee on military affairs, 
owing to the brief time allowed for investi- 
gation, did not deem it advisable to at- 
tempt to follow that suggestion to its full 
extent. A third proposition is the transfer 
of the military prison at Fort Leavenworth, 
Kas,., to the control of the department of 
justice, for the incarceration of federal 
prisoners. The prison can accommodate 550 
eonvicts and is said to be in excellent con- 
dition. Most of the military prisoners could 
be confined at the large military posts, and 
the saving of expense to the government 
by the proposed transfer would be large on 
account of both classes of prisoners. Not- 
withstanding this unusua! provocation to 
debate, however, it is believed that the bill 
can be disposed of at one sitting of the 
house. 

The military bill once out of the way, it 


‘is expected that the rest of the work will 


be devoted to the discussion of the bill 
to provide a new system of currency, to be 
reported by the committee on banking and 
currency. The desire of the advocates of the 
measure is to bring the bill to a vote this 
week, and it is believed the managers of the 
house are inclined to aid them in reaching 
that consummation of their work. There 
will be, it is announced, opposition to the 
adoption of a rule closing; debate this week, 
but it is understood that the influence of 
the administration will be exerted to this 
end, and the apparent probabilities are that 
a rule to that effect will be adopted if re- 
ported. It was announced Saturday that an 
understanding had been reached by the lead- 
ers of the two houses of congress that the 
holiday recess should begin with the ad- 
journment on Friday next and expire on the 
3d of January, Thursday.

Washington, December 16.—President 
Cleveland, accompanied by Dr. O'Reilly, 
Captain Ribley D. Evans and Mr. Charles 
Jefferson, left Washington this afternoon 
for the coast of South Carolina for a hunt- 
ing trip. The trip has been in contem- 
plation since early fall and is taken at this 
time in the hope that the outing will bene- 
fit the president in eradicating a rem- 
nant of rheumatism which still lingers. It

Dr. Boose claima 
to be in possession of sufficient evidence of 
fraud to unseat Mr. Rusk. 


Financially Embarrassed. 

Philadelphia, December 16.—Executions 
amounting to nearly $50,000 went out yester- 
day against Job Baity’s Sons, yarn manu- 
facturers, at Adams and Emerald streets. 
The members of the firm of Job Batty’s 
Song consist of Albert, John and William H. 
Batty, who, in 1888, succeeded the old-estab- 
lished firm of Job Batty & Sons. The firm 
operatad 2,800 epindlies nnd made 10,000 
pounds of yarn a day. The pressure of hard 
times and lack of profit on sales have 
brought about the firm’s embarrassment. 


Street Car Men Organize. 


Washington, December 16.—As a result of 
the strike of the street railroad men em. 
ployed on the Metropolitan line Friday last, 
a large number of the employes of the 
Washington railways organized the Protec- 
tive Street Railway Union of the District 
of Columbia this morning. Officers were 
chosen principally from the ranks of the 
late strikers, and a committee was appoint- 
ed to draft a constitution and by-laws. 
Every man present joined the organization.

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Saves Many Lives by His Prompt Action 
at a Pennsylvania Mine 


DISCOVERS THE ENGINE HOUSE ABLAZE 


Telephones to the Men in the Mine 
to Getin the Cage, 


AND SURROUNDED BY THE FLAMES | 


Hoists the Men to the Surface—As the Last 
Man Is Brought Up the Building Col- 
lapses— Engineer Badly Burned. 


Wilkesbarre, Pa., December 16.—The Ste- 
vens colliery in West Pittston, operated by 
Jenkins & Co.,.was the scene of considera- 
ble excitement at a late hour last night. 

Shortly after 11 o’clock the engineer, 
Thomas Lloyd, discovered that the engine; 
house was on fire. He made an effort to 
extinguish the flames with a few buckets 
of water, but was unsuccessful. The struc-. 
ture Was very dry and the fire made rapid 
headway. Lloyd was alone in the building 
at the time and he remembered that there 
were forty-six men in the mine, Without 
losing any time he ran to the telephone 
and gave the alarm in the mine. The 
footman at the bottom of the shaft told the 
miners to throw down their tools and get 
on the cage car as quick as possible. By. 
this time the fire had surrounded the en- 
gineer on all sides. He patiently awaited 
the signal to hoist the men to the surface. 
At last he got the signal and brought up 
the cage with lightning speed, Eighteen men 
were aboard. ' 

The carriage was then returned to the 
mine for the second load of human freight. 
On this trip ten men were brought up. The 
side of the building now collapsed and the 
burning timbers fell all around the brave 
engineer, who still Keld the lever. At last 
the remaining men got on the cage and 
in a few minutes all were brought to the 
Surface safely. The engineer fainted from 
the excitement and exhaustion, but was 
quickly rescued by the members of the 
local fire department, who had mow reached 
the scene. He was badly burned about the 
face and hands, but will recover. The fire © 


caused damage to property amounting to 
about $3,000. 


HUNTINGTON HAD A SHORTAGE, 


And He Shot the Examiners of His 
Books and Suicides. 

Council Bluffs, Iowa, December 16.—John 
Huntington, remittance clerk in the Citi. 
zens’ State bank, of this city, this morning 
shot and seriously wounded F. N. Hayden, 
of Chicago, and A. Cromwell, of Minneap- 
olis, respectively superintendent and in- 
spector of the Fidelity and Casualty Com- 
pany of New York city, and then commit. 
ted suicide, shooting himself through the 
head, in the private office of the bank at 
First avenue and Main street. 

There was a shortage in the bank’s ac- 
counts of $500, and this caused the act. 
Huntington was bonded by the Fidelity and 
Casualty Company, and the two officers 
of the company were here to investigate 
the case. Circumstantial evidence was 
against Huntington, and he was the first 
object of their investigation. Before en. 
tering the private room in wnicn tne exam- 
ination was being held, Huntington took a 
revolver from a drawer in the receiving 
teller’s desk and put it in his pocket. The 
inquiries of the investigators angered Hunte 
ington so that he drew the revolver and 
began shooting. Hayden was shot through 
the neck and then escaped from the room. 
Cromwell was shot three times seriously 
and a fourth shot grazed the skin. Hunt- 
ington then fired the last load in the re- 
volver into his own brain, dying instantly. 
Cromwell and Hayden will recover.

ITALIAN CHAMBERS PROROGUED. 


Premier Crispi Denounces the Giolit- 
ti Documents as Lies. 

Rome, December 16.—Premier Crispi went 
before the chamber yesterday afternoon 
and denounced the Giolitti documents as 
a mass of lies. Deputy Imbriani moved 
that the report be discussed at once. The 
motion was lost by a vote of 188 to 176. 

Deputy. Giucciardini’s motion to open the 
debate today was carried amidst scenes of 
ixtense excitement. A *umultuous sitting 
was predicted for today, but in the even- 
ing the official gazette announced the decree 
proroguing parliament. — 

All the opposition groups in the chamber 
met this afternoon to formulate a protest 
against the prorogation of parliament. The 
Marquis di Rudini, ex-premier, presided. 
He, Guisseppe Zanardelii, Admiral Brin 
and Felice Gavalett, were appointed to 
draw the protest and send it to the king. 
All the speakers denounced the govern- 
ments course violenuy. Kudini will issue 
a manifesto to his electers tomorrow. 

The Matin’s Rome correspondent says 
prior to the prorogation of parliament Pre- 
mier Crispi reported to King Humbert sub- 
stantially as follows: 

“Your recent speech from the throne out- 
lined the work of the coming session, as 
everybody believed that a period of fruitful 
peace was at hand. The programme was 
received with favor. The government plan- 
ned the financial projects without regard to 
parties, to strengthen public confidence. 
Suddenly your hopes and those of the coun- 
try are thwarted. After persistently de- 
manding the decision of the cabinet’s do- 
mestic policy, the deputies checked the 
same in every way so as to revive old 
scandals, as if Italy had not suffered enough 
from a handful of disturbers whose only 
aim is disorder. The result was a strange 
coalition which beclouded the judgment of 
parliament and defied the authority of the 
president. Therefore the cabinet decided 
unanimously; to prorogue ,parliament in 
order that the chamber might be saved 
from the snares and surprises which have 
beset it and have time to recover the calm 
indispensable to wise action.’’ 

“Power Has Ruined Us.” 

London, December 16.—The Standard’s 
correspondent in Rome says: 

“Among the Giolitti documents was a 
letter from Signora Crispi, accompanying 
a payment of 5,000 lire, which she made on 
a debt of 15,750 lire to Signor Tanlongo. In 
this letter she said: ‘Power has ruined 
us, and I pray the Blessed Virgin to take 
it from my husband.’ ”’ 

The Standard’s Vienna 
Says: 

“Crispi, his wife, steward and secretary 
are all represented as having drawn sums 
from the Banca Romana. It is stated that 
the reason of the prorogation is that Crispi 
desires that the slander action which he 
and his wife have brought against Giolitti 
shall precede the debate on the documents. 

“It is impossible to state, or even hint, 
what is feared in the capitals of Italy’s 
two alltes, but an event of the first mag- 
nitude is feared—an erent which nearly 
occurred six months ago.”

BLIXT WILL SAVE HIS NECK 


By Appearing as a Witness Against 
Harry Hayward. 

Minneapolis, December 16.—It is not likely 
that C. A. Blixt, the self-confessed murder- 
er of Catherina Ging, will be hanged. He 
will be brought before Judge Hicks, of the 
district court, tomorrow, where he wil 
enter a plea of guilty. Sentence will not be 
,passed, however, until he has been used as 
a witness for the state in the case of Harry 
Hayward, and then it is expected that 
he will be given a life sentence. The court 
yesterday appointed Judge J. M. Shaw, 
W. J. Hahn and F. H. Carleton, three 
very able criminal lawyers, to defend him, 
but when they attempted to hold a con- 
sultation with him today, Blixt refused to 
have anything to do with them. 

Harry Hayward will probably be arraign- 
ed tomorrow. He is still in the St. Paul 
jail and continues to protest that he is in- 
nocent and claims that when he tells his 
story there will be some sensational dis- 
closures.

Debate on the 


ANTI-SCCIALIST BILL FOR AWHILE 


But the Emperor Says It Must Bo 
Brought Up Before the Recess. 


EFFORT OF THE GOVERNMENT MEN 


To Form an Alliance to Put the Bill 
Through—The Chancellor Treating 
with the Clericals. 


Berlin, December 16.—The majority of dep- 
uties are not eager to begin the debate on 
the anti-socialist bill next Tuesday. \When, 
two weeks ago, the date for the first reading 
was fixed, there were protests from all 
sides except the conservatives. The party 
lee ders appealed to the president to postpone 
the debate until after the Christmas re- 
cess and Herr von Levetzlow seemed in- 
clined to assent. The surprise came with 
the adjournment on Friday when, at the 
command of the emperor, it was made 
known that the bill must be brouxht for- 
ward this week and be referred to the com- 
mittee before the recess. 

Every group of deputies has its own griev- 
ances in this matter, but clerical leaders 
profess the greatest indignation. They 
speak of rashness and impetuosity in pre- 
cipitating debates on grave measures and 
declare that the details of the bill have 
not been known long enough for the full 
consideration of the legislators. 

In the lobby yesterday the deputies talk- 
ed only on the prospects of the bill and 
the government’s efforts to form a new al- 
liance to put it through. The alliance in 
question would include the conservatives, 
national liberals and clericals, but the chan- 
cellor has been unable as yet to commit 
these parties to the necessary agreement. 
As matters stand, the government can count 
upon 139 votes for the bill. That number 
represents the conservative, free conser- 
ative and national liberal parties. Against 
it must be reckoned the 122 yotes which 
certainly will be cast in opposition by the 
Richter radicals. Radical unions, south 
German democrats and social democrats, 
aided by a few antisemites and indepen- 
dents. The Poles have ceased to be a solid 
government. They. will split on the Dill. 
As usual, the clericals have the key to the 
situation. What their vote will be is pro- 
blematic. If the Catholic newspapers cor- 
rectly forecast the party’s attitude, the full 
clerical strength will be thrown with the 
opposition. Moreover, many clerical speak- 
ers have been loud in their denunciations 
of the bill in the last week. On Monday a 
Catholic mass nreeting in Mayence cheered 
a deputy, who declared that the party 
would fight to the last the dragnet clauses 
of the measure. 

Hohenlohe and the Clericals. 

During the last ten days, however, Chan- 
cellor Prince von MHohenlohe has treated 
constantly with the clerical leaders and 
has apparently weakened the hostility of 
the clerical deputies. His professed desire 
for peace between the church and state has 
suggested his readiness to grant the party 
substantial concessions. The clerical news- 
papers say today that the government will 
tacitly allow the Jesuits to return, while 
not assenting to the formal abolition of the 
laws expelling them. They add that this 
concession would not suffice as the Catholio 
deputies have decided to insist upon the. 
formal repeal in the reichstag and a govern- 
ment pledge that this repeal will be ac- 
cepted by the federal council. If the chan- 
cellor choose to pay this price, the anti- 
socialist bill will be passed after being 
slightly amended. 

Just what parts of the bill will be sacri- 
ficed is not certain. The Hamburger Nach- 
richten, in a double-leaded leader, obvious- 
ly inspired from Varzin, implores the gov- 
ernment to stand firm, shake off all timidity 
and insist upon a radical measure. 

“Tt will be deplorable,”’ says the writer, 
‘if the government becomes disheartened 
so early in the struggle for the highest 
good of society, even though the present 
reichstag decline to grant it practical pow- 
ers to deal with the social democrats. An 
appeal to the country ought to result in a 
stronger government majority.” 

The Bismarckian editors speak enthusi< 
astically of Prince Hohenlohe’s policy, 
whatever that may be. They say that he 
is animated by the spirit of the old regime 
and will guide the empire in the way fol- 

marck.

Chancel- 
lor Hohenlohe has taken pains, in fact, to 
brave it understood that the funeral was not 
his. 
Hohenlohe Declines the Offer. 

The Berliner Correspondent, semi-official, 
published on Friday the report that the 
emperor tried to add 100,000 marks to Prince 
Hohenlohe’s annual salary. This sum was 
intended to reimburse the prince partially 
for sacrificing the 180,000 marks of salary 
as staatshalter, for the 25,000 marks as 
chancellor. The social dempcrats began a 
tremendous hulla-baloo about the grant 
which they regarded 3s unconstitutional, 
and it is announced officially today that 
the emperor’s offer has been declined. 

The Kreuz Zeitung has withdrawn its 
charge that the Standard Oil Company 
mixed Ohio and Pennsylvania oll for export 
to Germany, admitting that such a process 
would be impracticable, owing to technical 
reasons connected with the tariff. The 
writer adds: “The Standard Oil Company 
supplies only such petrolet.m as fulfills the 
requirements of the New York exchange.” 

The Polish miners have decided to hold a 
social democratic congress in Breslau to 
organize Polish workingmen. 

Count Moravieff, who represents Russia 
in Copenhagen, and M. Nelidoff, Russian 
ambassador to Turkey, are mentioned as 
likely candidates for the Berlin embassy, 


which was left vacant by Count 
Schouvaloff’s appointment to the 
governorship of Russian Poland, 
Count Morawvieff, when attached 


to the Berlin embassy some time ago, was 
one of the emperor's favorites. He was also 
very popular in the court circle. 

The Vorwaerts has again shown Its ability 
to get official documents which are marked 
“confidential.” It has made public the 
full contents of a letter issued from the 
war office to regulate the acceptance of

Fighting the Socialists. 

The governor of the Swickau district has 
dissolved the social democratic organiza- 
tion within his jurisdiction on the ground 
that it is a society without the rights of a 
corporation. Wilhelm Stolle is the social 
democrat who sits in the reichstag for the 
constituency. 

This summary action, together with Min- 
ister Koeller’s defiant utterances in the 
reichstag, is taken by many radicals and 
social democrats to indicate that the gov- 
ernment is steering straight for a parlia. 
mentary conflict. Several opposition, depu- 
ties say that the emperor evidently seeks 
to govern with a federal council as suggest- 
ed by Councilor Roessler in a recent pam- 
phiet, but without a reichstag. 


DEFEATES THEM AGAIN. 


Japanese Meet the Chinese and Rout 
Them. 

London, December 16.—The Central News 
correspondent in Antong telegraphed late 
in the evening of December 1lith: 

‘In accordance with General Nodzu’s in- 
structions the Feng-Huang garrison, which 
was confronted on December 12th by 4,000 
Japanese, began the attack on the enemy 
at daybreak this morning. 

“The garrison was 1,400 strong and was 
commanded by Colonel Tomoyaus. The 
main battle took place at Yeh-Min-Shan, 
five miles from Feng-Huang. The Japa- 
nese attacked with spirit and defeated the 
Chinese, driving them to Timitsh. The 
Japanese loss was three officers killed and 
seventy privates killed and wounded. The 
Chinese lost 250 killed and wounded and 
thirty prisoners. The Japanese captured 
four field guns. The Chinese prisoners say 
that General Ito had. under him more than 
4,000 Kerin troops, who are in every way 
superior to the Chinese soldiers. 

“General Tachimi’s brigade is now mov- 
ing southward to turn back the Kerin fugi- 
tives. No news is obtainable from the left 
division of the first army, owing to the 


interruption of telegraphic communication.” 


The :Central News correspondent in 
Shanghai says: ‘The first and second 
Japanese armies are reported to be suffer- 
ing greatly from the cold. Chang Yiu 
Kung, president of the board of revenue, 
is said, by native newspapers, to have 
been appointed ambassador to Japan with 
instructions to negotiate peace.”’ 

Says the Stories Are Exaggerated. 

Washington, December 16.—A _ telegram 
has been received at the Japanese legation 
from the minister of foreign affairs at 
Tokio in relation to the atrocities alleged 
to have been committed by Japanese troops 
at the capture of Port Arthur. The gov- 
ernment at Tokio is not in possession of 
full details of the affair, but the information 
already at hand shows conclusively that 
some of the reports circulated concerning 
the conduct of the Japanese were both ex- 
aggerated and misleading. If there was 
any unnecessary bloodshed, the telegram 
states, the Japanese government cannot 
but believe that there must have been 
some inciting cause, for the behavior of the 
Japanese troops in the enemy’s country 
has hitherto been most exemplary, at times 
under circumstances calculated to excite 
feelings of the deepest resentment and 
animosity. It is known to be a fact that 
the great majority of those Chinese who 
were killed at Port Arthur were not peace- 
ful inhabitants, but Chinese soldiers dis- 
guised in civilian dress. Most of the in- 
habitants fled from the place several days 
before its capture, and at the present 
have returned and are pursuing their or- 
dinary vocations without molestation or 
restraint. The Japanese government has 
no disposition to conceal any of the facts, 
but, on the contrary, has ordered a strict 
investigation, the result or which, it is 
stated, will be pronrptiy made public. 


ANGLO-ARMENIAN ASSOCIATION 


Will Present Resolutions to Lora, 


Kimberly. | 

London, December 16.—Lord Rosebery has 
asked F. 8S. Stevens, M. P., as chairman of 
the Anglo-Armenian Association, that a 
deputation be appointed at the mass meet- 
ing to be held here tomorrow to submit 
to Lord Kimberly, of the foreign office, the 
resolutions there adopted. The first reso- 
lution will record the indignation caused 
by the porte’s continued violation of the 
principles of humanity, and express regret 
that the sixty-first article of the Berlin 
treaty is allowed, owing to the indiffer- 
ence of the signatory powers, to remain 
so Jong in operation. The British govern- 
ment is called upon to take the initiative 
in insisting on the immediate introduction 
of definite reforms in Armenia in accord- 
ance with the pledge given at Berlin by 
Turkey. The second resolution says: 

“While approving the international con- 
sular committee, we believe that the mere 
sunishing of a few offenders will not 
change the situation. What is really re- 
quired is concerted and vigorous action 
by the powers.”’ ; 

In the third resolution the meeting will 
raise a protest against the continued re- 
fusal of ‘the foreign office since 1889 to pub- 
lish the consular reports relating to Ar- 
menia, and will call for early information 
coricerning Armenians who, either untried 
or after mere mock trials, have been im- 
prisoned and maltreated. 

Among the speakers at the meeting will 
be Commoner C. E. Shawn, Sir J. W. Pease, 
F. A. Channing, EB. J. Moreland and Editor 
Clayden, of The Daily News.

His Remains Laid Away in the Cem- 
etary of Pere La Chaise. 

Paris, December 16.—Auguste Burdeau, 
late president of the chamber of deputies, 
was buried today with state honors. The 
body lay in the court of honor in the 
Palais Bourbon. It was guarded over night 
by deputies and was surrounded with can- 
delabra, tricolors and palms. The cata- 
falque was the one used at the funeral of 
President Carnot. 

The procession started for the cemetery 
of Pere la Chaise at 10:25 o’clock. The 
hearse was drawn by six horses ceparisoned 
in black and silver, led by grooms. The 
president returned ‘fo the Elysee imme- 
diately after the services and was repge- 
sented by his secretary. Mme. Burdeau also 
was absent. The march to the cemetery 
was made through rain and mud. The 
band of the Republican Guards played a 
dirge and the crowds which lined the 
streets and half filled the Place de la Con- 
corde, stood wet and silent as the long 
column moved by. Just outside of the 
cemetery the coffin was removed from the 
hearse and the troops of the Paris garri- | 
son marched past. The march lasted half 
an hour. The body then was removed to 
the grave, where M. Foucher said a few 
words in behalf of the friends and family

HE WRITES 70 SENATOR HODGES 


Thanking Him for His Protest 
Against Bad Treatment by Papers, 


CONDEMNING HIM FOR HIS MARRIAGE 


To His Young Ward—Eays Me Exercised 
the Privilege of the Humblest Citigsn, 
and It Is Nobody Else’s Business. 


Lexington, Ky., December 16.—The Leader 
publishes a letter from General Cassius M. 
Clay to Senator John A. Hodges, thanking 
the latter for his indignant protest in The 
Lexington Observer against the discredit- 
able treatment of the illustrious abolition- 
ist by certdin newspapers on the occasion 
of his recent marriage to his fifteen-year- 
old-ward. Senator Hodges’s editorials re- 
viewed General Clay’s wonderful career 
and declared: “‘Had he lived in the days of 
the Roman empire he would have passed 
into history as the noblest Roman of them 
all.” General Clay says: 

“In marrying a young girl and a peasant 
I but exercised the privilege allowed the 
humblest citizen of the republic, and to 
spend my money as it pleases me and to 
rule my own household and nothing more. 

“The disparity of ages is our own busi- 
ness and nobody’s else. My rigid regard 
for the physical as well as the moral laws 
of the situation places me beyond the cavil 
of inferior souls, who criticise me 90 severe~ 
ly. After all, love and sensualism, or pas- 
sion, are as far apart as night and day. 
Passion punishes and may degrade, but 
love refines and elevates. Love is immor- 
tal. My experience in life shows me that 
a young girl may love an old man intensely, 
for love is »f the soul; passion of the body.” 


PROVED TO BE A SWINDLER. 


A Young Man Who Came to Savannah 
to Wed a Young Lady. 

Savannah, Ga., December: 16.—(Special.)— 
Inquiries which came here ferm Newark, 
N. J., with regard to the d.sappearance 
from Harrison, N. J., of Ciiarles A. 
Schultenstein led to the discovery that he 
came to Savannah from that place to mar- 
ry a young lady here, but, after being here 
a day or two, he tried to get two checks 
cashed which were subsequently found to 
be worthless. John Nelson, a friend of 
the family of the young lady to whom he 
was engaged, interfered and prevented the 
wedding, as he came to the conclusion that 
Schultenstein was nothing more than a 
refined swindler. It was reported that he 
left his home after taking $3,500 in cash

THE CONTRACTORS AND CITY ENGINEER 


Are at Outs, Because the Contractors Say 
the Engineer Is Too Strict in Inter- 
preting the Contract. 


Macon, Ga., December 16.—(Special.)—The 
Indications are that there will be a suit be 
tween the sewer contractors and the mayor 
and counct] of Macon. There have been 
some differences between Messrs. Gabour- 
ney & Noble, the contractors, to build Ma- 
con’s system of sanitary sewers, and City 
Engineer Wilcox. The engineer has requir. 
ed the contractors to adhere closely to the 
requirements of the contract, and the en- 
gineer has been sustained in his rulings by 
the mayor and council] and the sewer ad- 
visory committee. The contractors think 
the engineer has been too strict in his con- 
striction of the contract. The engineer has 
always maintained that he, as the employed 
servant of the city, has only sought to car- 
ry out written instructions, directions and 
stipulations. It is said that the suit will be 
for @amages, and _ that the suit will be 
brought in the United States court, as the 
contractors are nonresidents of Georgia. 
They reside in Alabama. Hardeman, Davis 
& Turner are their attorneys. There ‘has 
been considerable delay in one way and 
another in the construction of the sewers, 
and it will be severeal months before they 
are completed. Gabourney & Noble con- 
tracted to build them for $100,000. Macon 
expected them to cost $200,000. They will 
cost about $130,000. When completed Macon 
will have a fine system of sam’tary sewefs. 
City Engineer Wilcox has rendered the 
city splendid service in his close and ef- 
ficient attention.to the building of the sew- 
ers. |

Under the New Law. 


The Georgia Southern and Florida rail- 
road moved its first train load of oranges 
through the state today under the law re- 
cently passed vy the legislature legalizing 
the running of freight trains on Sunday 
when loaded only with perishable articles, 
such as fruit, fresh meats, fish, etc. This 
law will be a great saving to fruit growers, 
especially as they have hitherto suffered 
heavy loss by not being able to have their 
fruit handled by the railroads on Sunday. 
Some of the railroads think the new law 
authorizes the hauling of any and all kind 
of freight on Sunday, but this is a mistake. 
Only perishable articles can be trans- 
ported on Sunday. It will not be sufficient 
to have one car of fruits or meat and 
then make up a train-load of other freight. 
That the law will be violated in this regard 
by some of the roads is al- 
most certain. An effort was 
made to have the law so framed as to per- 
mit trains of mixed freight to run on Sun- 
day, but this was not permitted. The rail- 
roads in Georgia have lost considerable 
business because of the law against the 
running of trains on Sunday. Train loads 
of meat and fruit to and from Florida have 
been carried through Alabama or South 
Carolina as they could not be moved in 
Georgia on Sunaay. 

An Interesting Contest. 


The presence in Macon today of Hon. 
Tom Eason, of Telfair, and Hon. L. D. 
Shannon, of Twiggs, brings to mind the fact 
that at the next session of the legislature 
there is likely to be an interesting contest 
between these gentlemen for the office of

Colonel EHason has repre- 
Bented his county in the legislature  fre- 
quently, and is popular throughout the 
State. Colonel Shannon is one ot the lead- 
ing lawyers and a most highly esteemed 
citizen of Twiggs. He made a fine record 
in the senate when he represented his dis- 
trict.

recovered from the sheriff and the build- 
ings preserved for the good of the com- 
munity and for future use. The prevailing 
idea among the directors is to get the 
patriotic citizens to come together and 
subscribe $50,000, which would be an amount 
sufficient to more than pay the entire 
indebtedness of the company which will 
hardly exceed $30,000. 

There is hope yet of saving the property 
and the directors seem to be stirred up 
over the matter and if it is in their 


| power and they are public-spirited citizens, 


the exposition grounds and buildings will 
never be put to sale at auction. 

Colonel Dyer says it would be a disgrace 
to Augusta if the property was not saved 
for future exposition work. 

City Councilman Bryan Lawrence says 
he thinks the city should buy the property, 
and would vote in council for the purchase. 

It may be that another effort will be 
made io get the city to buy it, and there 
have been many changes in council since 
the last proposition made by the exposition 
directors to the city was rejected. 

Augusta’s Newspapers. 

The newspapers are keeping Augusta 
lively just now. 

This morning The Sunday Morning 
Herald made its appearance. The Chron- 
icle’s regular publication of an afternoon 
paper, which was commenced last Mon- 
day, has brought out The Sunday Morning 
Herald. The Herald will not print a daily 
morning paper and its Sunday morning 
edition is given away to its afternoon sub- 
scribers. The people are getting the bene- 
fit of the newspaper fight, for they are 
furnished with better, brighter and newsier 


‘papers than ever before, besides the price 


is less, for The Evening Chronicle sells 
for only @ penny a paper. 

Besides The Daily Morning Chronicle, 
The Sunday Morning Herald, The Evening 
Chronicle, The Evening News and The 
Evening Herald on the first of the month 
Augusta will have another, making the 
fourth afternoon paper. 

The Wool Hat, a populist paper, which 
has been published for a year or two as a 
weekly, out at Gracewood, has moved to 
the city and on the ist of January will 
commence issuing an afternoon paper. 

Mr. McCann’s Illness. 

Mr. John McCann, one of Augusta’s 
oldest and most highly respected citizens, 
who has been master mechanic of the Cen- 
tral railroad shops in Augusta for thirty 
years and who has been with the road forty 
years, is critically ill from a stroke of 
paralysis. His tongue is paralyzel and he is 
speechless, and on account of his advanced 
age, he being seventy-three years old, there 
is but little hope for his recovery. 

Mrs. Goss Dead. 

Mrs. Goss, the widow of Mr. John M. 
Goss, the third partyite who was killed 
here on the 5th of last month in the elec- 
tion riot in the 1269th district, died yesterday 
from consumption, and was buried today by 
the side of her husband. She has been an 
invalid for several years, and the loss of 
her husband caused a rapid decline in her 
condition. This is the third death in the 
family since the husband was killed. One 
of the sons died about two weeks ago, also 
with consumption. Mrs. Goss has been well 
eared for by the populists of the state 
since her husband's death. She has received 
large contributions from many counties that 
were raised for her benefit and for the 
support of the children.

This 
will be done by United States Marshal 
Dunlap or one of his deputies, assisted, 
doubtiess, by one of the members of the 
of the detective forme. 

Inspector Holden hopes to complete all 
legai proceedings in time to leave the city 
at 12 o’clock today. He and Postmaster 
Fox were at police headquarters last night 
and held a long conference with members 
of the detctive force. 

The postoffice inspector confirms the re- 

rt that Rowe and Wells are badly wanted 

n Pennsylvania. He said last hight that 
they are two of the snrewdest crooks in the 
country and aré mémbers of a gang that 
has carried on some ¢normous swindling 
operations that victimized iumber dealers 
all over the United States.

There was much testimony for and 
against Mr. Gould, but the outcome of the 
case was that a verdict of $1,500 was ren- 
dered in Judge Westmoreland’s court. The 
attorneys representing Mr. Gould were 
Messrs. Palmer & Read, and _= several 
months after the verdict was rendered thew 
sued Mr. Gould for their fee for represent- 
ing him. Shortly after this suit was filed, 
a suit was entered by Mr. Gould against 
Paimer & Read for $,000 damages. 

Mr. Gow’ allegeG that they had not used 
the proper skiN in defending the Hall suit 
and that this was evidenced by the verdict 
against him. It was to this last suit that 
Palmer & Read filed a demurrer, and the 
argument was ‘had before Judge Van 
Epps on Saturday morning. Messrs. Glenn 
& Slaton and fudge Howard Palmer rep- 
resented Palmer & Read, and Messrs. Ar- 
nold & Arnold the plaintiff. 

Judge Van Epps was of the opinion that 
the demurrer should be sustained. and 
with ig held that ther® was nothing in the 
suit agaimst the attorneys and dismissed 
it. The argument of the case went to 
show that Paftmer & Read had not mis- 
managed the Hall case at ail, but had 
been very efficient tn “e&ting it, Mrs. Hall 
having sued for $25,000 and secured only 
$1,500. 


Suit Against Benjamin F. Paul. 

A suit for $5,000 and $% per week for per- 
manent injuries was filed Saturday against 
Benjamin F. Paul by Georgia Freeman. 

The allegations are that the plaintiff was 
cleaning up aroom which she was employ- 
ed to rearrange every morning and that 
Mr. Paul was in the room. she alleges that 
he told her that her employer wanted to 
see her. She sets forth that as she went 
out of the room he slammed the door, 
catching her hand in it and mashing two 
of her fingers on the right hand; that the 
bones of the third finger were broken and 
that she is unable to pursue her work at 
all. 

It Was Almost Sensational. 

Several days ago Laura Kampe filed a ha- 
beas corpus suit directed against James 
Reed. She sought to obtain possession of 
a child which she alleged was hers and of 
which Reed was the father. She said that 
it was a child which had never been 
legitimatized, but that Reed had possession 
of it and would not surrender it. 

The affair was set for a hearing Saturday 
morning and when the case was reached 
by Judge Lumpkin, the defendant was not 
in the courtroom, nor was his attorney. 
The attorneys for the woman had the 
judge sign an order requiring that Reed be 
made to show cause why he should not 
be sent to jail for contempt of court. A 
bench warrant for Reed’s arrest was also 
taken out and put in the hands of Deputy 
Sheriff Green for service. 

Just before he started on his search for 
the missing defendant, the attorney for 
Reed learned of the move that was on foot. 
He went at once to Judge Lumpkin and 
explanations followed. It seemed that Reed 
was in court and when his case was passed 
his attorney told him to go. It was called 
up later and Reed and his attorney were 
both gone. The hearing was then set for 
today, and the order for him to show cause 
for contempt was revoked. 

Filed Against the County Police. 

A suit for $2,000 damages was filed Sat- 
urday by Elbert McClure against Green 
Conn, J. A. J. Cook and H. T. Wells. He 
alleges that they are county police and 
came to his house one night at 10 o’clock 
and placed him under arrest. He also al- 
leges that they searched his house and took 
possession of certain articles which were 
his property. The plaintiff also claims 
that he was kept in prison six weeks and 
forced to go to the expense of securing 
counsel. The suit is filed by Judge Robert 
L. Rodgers. 

Some Suits Filed Saturday. 

Julia Brown filed a suit for $2,500 against 
the city Saturday through her attorney, 
Mr. W. T. Moyers. It is on account of 
certain work done by the city near Mrs. 
Brown’s property, and which she alleges 
has damaged her place to the extent named 
in the suit.

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Money Troubles. 

The financial crisis in Newfoundland 
has paralyzed every department of busi- 
ness and earried ruin in all directions. 
The poorer Glasses are in a state of ab- 
ject misery, and well-to-do people are 
not much better off. All of this shows 
the power of money and the part that 
it plays in the ordinary affairs of life. 

A single bank, with notes and obliga- 
tions outstanding to the amount of four 
and a half mfllions, has been supporting 
the whole mass with not quite two hun- 
dred thousand dollars in gold. This was 
about the condition of all the banks. The 
day came when the notes had to be re- 
deemed, and then the whole scheme 
went to pieces—ended in smoke for the 
banks and ruin and misery for the pub- 
lic. 

A new government has just come in, 
and it might be supposed that some rem- 
edy would be applied. It was hoped 
that the new ministry would take meas- 
ures to legalize the bank notes, but this 
was found to be impossible, the consti- 
tution of the province not permitting 
the enactment of monetary legislation, 
without the prior assent of the British 
government, which will not be granted 
without investigation by a royal com- 
mission. 

It appears from this that Newfound- 
land is in even a worse fix with regard 
to a remedy for its financial dislocation 
than the United States are. That colony 
has British dictation proscribed in its 
organie law. There is no such provision 
in the constitution of the United States, 
but it is deeply graven on the minds 
and firmly rooted in the purposes of 
those who have charge of the executive 
power of the government. 


The condition of the peopIpe of the, 


United States is practically that of the 
people of Newfoundland. They have 
been told by those who have control of 
affairs, that we cannot enlarge the vol- 
ume of our primary money by the resto- 
ration of silver as a part of the stand- 
ard money of the country until Great 
Britain leads the way. 

The people, by electing ‘the candidates 
put forth by the democratic party, en- 
dorsed the pledge of the Chicago plat- 
form which binds the party to restore 
silver, either by international agreement 
or by independent legislation. But the 
democratic candidate happened to be 
superior to the party and to-the people. 
Holding views contrary to both, and 
feeling that his opinions were more “con- 
secrated” in their character than those 
of the party and the voters who support- 
ed the party, he insisted on legislation 
in behalf of the British single gold 
standard. He set liis face firmly against 
the democratic pledge, and, by the pur- 
chasing power of patronage and bull- 
dozing methods applied to timid and 
timeserving congressmen, compelled the 
representatives of the people to suppress 
all democratic financial legislation, and 
to re-enact the Sherman law of 1873. 

As the inevitable result—pointed out 
by The Constitution at the time, the 
affairs of the country have been going 
headlong from bad to worse. The peo- 
ple are not only being robbed of their 
substance by the daily increasing value 
of gold, but are being saddled with new 
burdens of taxation, in order that the 
gold owners may profit by the spoliation 
and feather their nests already richly 
lined with plunder wrested from a help- 
less public. 

We have no doubt that the British 
government will make haste to relieve 
the people of Newfoundland, but how 
many years will it be before a British 
royal commission will permit the people 
of this country to have a financial sys- 
tem of their own, suited to their own 
heeds? 


Why Gold Goes. 

The greatest gold importing period 
that this country has enjoyed in many 
years was during the two and a half 
years beginning August 1, 1879. In 
that time we imported $212,000,000 in 
gold. ‘ 
What was the secret of this importa- 
tion of the precious metal? It was very 
simple. The Bland-Allison act was 
adding each month two millions of 
coined silver dollars to our stock of pri- 
mary money. This addition, small as 
it was, raised the prices of commodities 
in this country slightly above the Euro- 
pean level, and as a consequence, gold 
came over to pay for. the surplus that 
constituted the balance of trade. 

This condition of affairs lasted until 
the demonetization of silver in June, 
op ga largely increased the value 
of go or monetary purposes and 
knocked prices and values down to the 
European level. The consequence is that 
although we are now exporting more 
commodities than we import, falling 
Prices represent a vacuum in interna- 
tional settlements that must be filled 
With our gold.

The Auti-Toxine Cure. 
Diphtheria killed 50,000 persons in 
this country last year, and about one- 


half of the number attacked by this 


disease never recover. | 

Recently, the scourge has - ravaged 
many localities, and it is natural that 
a lively interest should be felt in anti- 
toxine, the new cure. In New Orleans 
the people are raising money to estab- 
lish a plant for the production of serum. 
The New York Herald has opened a 
fund for the same purpose in that city, 
heading the subscription with $1,000. 
A similar movement has been started 
in Paris. 

It may be that anti-toxine will do 
everything that is claimed for it, but 
it requires time and money, and care 
and skill for tts production and appli- 
cation, and in many cases people will 
not be able to procure it. What, then, 
is the most available remedy? <A writer 
in the Pittsburg Commercial Gazette 
undertakes to answer this question. He 
says: 

While the new cure for diptheria, an- 
*ti-toxine, is coming, there is one at hand 
that should not be overlooked, especially as 
it is claimed to be fully equal to the 
new cure, if not better. 

It is the peroxide of hydrogen, a simple, 
non-poisonous compound. 

Ajl physicians, surgeons and dentists 
know how promptly and how effectually 
this compound destroys dead tissue, pus or 
exudations from diseased surfaces. It is, 
also, a most reliable germicide without 
being a deadly poison, or destructive to 
healthy tissue. It is used very freely in 
the mouth by dentists, and in the nose 
and throat in the treatment of CTseases of 
these parts, 

Dr. Nunn, of Savannah, Ga., called at- 
tention to this as a remedy for diphtheria 
two or three years ago. He predicted 
great results from its intelligent use, and 
backed up his claims by stating that he 
had never Known it to fail. 

All of this found its way into several 
medical journals emé tnto at least one 
Standard medical work, but for some rea- 
Son or Other the treatment was not gen- 
erally accepted. 

A Pittsburg physician, who has used 
this remedy for sometime, says that he 
has never lost a case. He is contident 
that when used in time, and persist- 
ently sprayed inte the throat every five, 
ten or fifteen minutes it will cure any 
case of diphtheria. 

Peroxide of hydrogen is non-poisonous 
and stimulating. It is simple and harm- 
less and within the reach of all. The 
Pittsburg writer who advocates its use, 
is in favor of establishing antti-toxine 
plants, but he also urges physicians ‘to 
give the peroxide a fair trial. In the 
end it may prove as valuable as the 
new remedy or even superior. 


Factory Labor North and South. 

Our northern exchanges are discussing 
the €hifting of the New England cotton 
mills to the south, and the explanations 
given for the movement show, in some 
instances, that the situation is not un- 
derstood. 

The Springfield Republican thinks that 
the Dwight eompany and other corpora- 
tions now moving their mills southward 
make a mistake if they suppose that 
the south will not in the near future 
pass laws regulating the hours of labor, 
and forbidding the employment of chil- 
dren, as the New England states have 
done. Our contemporary says that these 
laws are regarded as a hardship by the 
manufacturers subject to them who 
have to compete with rivals located in 
states which have no such laws, and for 
this reason they are going south. The 
Republican says: 

This state of things cannot be perma- 
nent; the increase of cotton factories in the 
South will prevent. More factories mean 
more demand for labor, which may have its 
effect upon wages; but they also mean a 
larger proportion of factory employes 
among the population. The time will come 
when these employes will be in position to 
demand of southern legislatures laws which 
have helped them so much at the north, 
while on the whole benefiting their employ- 
ers. The faster factories are built in the 
south, the sooner and more vigorously will 
this demand for proper factory legislation 
be pressed. The battle for such legislation 
at the south has already been partly won 
by its successful operation at the north, 
and the opposition to it will not be nearly 
so stubborn as was the opposition. to the 
ten-hour law in Massachusetts when it was 
enacted. Probably not much is to be ex- 
pected in the way of such legislation at 
present, because the southern states are 
too anxious to attract manufacturers there 
to put any seeming obstacles in the way. 

All this is wide of the mark. The 

southern states have laws under which 
the interests of labor are protected, and 
there is no more danger that our toilers 
will be unreasonably tasked or op- 
pressed than there is in the north. Our 
laws are perfectly satisfactory to all 
classes, and there is no demand for a 
radical change. Our people and our 
lawmakers are naturally conservative, 
and they do not remodel their statute 
books every time some demagogue comes 
along and makes the claim that it is his 
mission to change the existing order of 
things. 
But we do not believe that the east- 
ern. mill men are coming here because 
they want longer working hours for their 
operatives. They are coming because 
it is to their interest to build their mills 
in sight of the cotton fields, so that they 
will save the expense of transporting 
their raw material a thousand miles. 
Then, they appreciate the advantages of 
our water power, cheap fuel and climattic 
conditions. 

It is a good sign, however, when we 
find the northern newspapers in every 
issue agitating this matter and seeking 
far-fetched explanations of the upbuild- 
ing of cotton manufacturing in the 
south. This testimony from the out- 
side is highly encouraging, and it fore- 
shadows the future supremacy of this 
section so far as the cotton mill indus- 


try is concerned. 


A New Phase ‘of ‘Protection. 


It has always been assumed that the 
federal constitution stands in the way 
of state laws restricting importa'tions 
from other states, but New: York has 
taken a step in the direction of local pro- 


tection which may lead to very surpris- - 


ing results. 


_ One of the laws of that state requires. 
that all the buildimg stone used in New 


] of the state, and to prevent the impor- 


tation of dressed stone from Maine, 
Vermont, Tennessee, Georgia and other 
staites. 

Practically, this law is a direct restric- 
tion upon commerce between the states, 
which is supposed to be guaranteed 
‘by the federal constitution, but the 
supreme court of New York has sus- 
tained the law, and it is possible that 
it will be sustained by the supreme 
court of the United States. Now, if this 
law stands, what is to prevent the fur- 
ther restriction of interstate commerce? 
As The Detroit Free Press suggests: 


If the state can prohibit the importation 


of dressed. storie for use in public buildings, 
why can it not prohibit such importation 
for use in private buildings? Why can it 
not prohibit the importation of any manu- 
factured article made in the state? What 
is to prohibit the legislature of Michigan 
from enacting that no flour shall be used 
in the state except that which is ground 
here, or any shoes worn except those made 
here? If the stone cutters are entitled to 
the protection which the New York law 
gives them, why are not the millers and 
shoemakers equally entitled to it? 

This is certainly 1. new and interest- 
ing phase of protection, but will it be 
upheld by the federal supreme court? 
That is the question. If the New York 
law receives the sanction of our highest 
tribunal, then we may expect to see 
sometime in the future some very start- 
ling experiments in the line of local 


protection. 


If the banks have to redeem their new 
notes in gold, we do not see how the re- 
serve situation will be relieved. The de- 
mand for export will fall on the banks and 
the banks will have to take water, as Mr. 
Coon does when he goes into liquidation 


before the dogs get him. 
o — een

gle gold standard by issuing more paper 
notes. Nevertheless, congress should dao 
something, and the Carlisle plan is a step 
in the right direction.

THE CONVICT LEASE SYSTEM.

ed, to precipitate a revolution sufficiently 
radical to overthrow the entire system.

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Argument ‘for and Against the Venable 
Insurance Law. 


FULL TEXT OF THE NEW LAW 


Mr. Venable Gives His Side of the Ques- 
tion and Mr. Egleston on the 
Other Bide. 


There are still two opinions concerning 
the Venable bill, although the fight over it 
is at an end, and tiie bill is a law. 

The insurance min hold their original po- 
sition and Mr. Venable occupies the ground 
upon which he has stood from the first. He 
even emphasizes this position by a very 
lucid interview, given yesterday. 

The Constitution this morning presents 
the bill in full, as it passed the legisla- 
ture, was signed by the governor and now 
stands upon the state’s lawbooks; an in- 
terview from Senatcr Venable, the cham- 
pion of the bill, an interview with Mr. 
Ttomas Egleston, of the Southeastern 
Tariff Association, who represents the views 
of the opposition to the measure. The Con- 
Stitution thus presents the matter in full, 
and in all its bearings to satisfy the great 
interest that is generally felt in the meas- 
ure and in the results that are to come from 
it: 


“An act to provide for and regulate the 
business of insurance brokers in this state, 
and to authorize insurance to be procured 
by them beyond the limits of this state upon 
property within the staie, and for other pur- 
poses: 

*‘Be it enacted by the general assembly of 
the ‘state of Georgia, and it is hereby en- 
acted by authority of the same as follows: 

“Section 1. Any person owning property 
in this state, or having an insurable inter- 
est in the same, may procure insurance 
thereon through any insurance broker duly 
licensed under this act. To render insur- 
alice so obtained valid, it shall not be nec- 
essary that the insurance company with 
Which the contract is made shall be doing 
business in this state, or be authorized to 
do business therein, by the constitution or 
any law of this state, but only that such 
company have the power, by its charter 
and the laws of the state or country in 
which the contract ig made, to bind itself 
by such contract. 

‘Sec. 2. None but bona fide residents of 
this state of good moral character and 
competent business qualifications shall be 
licensed as insurance brokers, and who 
shall take and subscribe the following 
oath: ‘I do swear that I will justly and up- 
rightly demean myself as an insurance 
broker, and will explain fully the character, 
residence and solvency of any company 
with which I shall negotiate for insurance 
on property in this state, and will not de- 
ceive or attempt to deceive any who come 
to me for such insurance, in any way what- 
scever. So help me God,’ and before any 
license shall issue the applicant shall file 
with the insurance commissioner an exem- 
plified copy of the charter of each company 
with which he proposes to do businesg in 
behalf of his principals or employers, to- 
gether with a statement, under oath of the 
president and secretary of every such com- 
pany exactly similar to that described in 
the second section of an act entitled ‘an act 
to regulate the business of insurance in this 
state, and for other purposes,’ approved Oc- 
tober 24, 1887. For filing certificates, copits 
of charter and for all other services render- 
ed by the insurance commissioner, under 
this act, the broker shall pay the same fees 
as are required of insurance companies by 
the above mentioned act, and the commis- 
sioner shall be allowed to have and retain 
for his compensation the same proportion 
thereof. 

‘Tt shall-be the duty of the insurance com- 
missioner to examine the statement, and 
if satisfied that the same is correct; that 
the company is solvent, reliable, and in 
good standing, and that the applicant is 
not omMly a bona fide resident of this state 
but a fit and proper person to exercise the 
calling of an insurance broker, he shail 
license him as such, designating in the li- 
cense each and every ilsurance company 
with which he is authorized to contract be- 
yond the limits of this state. Should the 
fact at any time come to the knowledge of 
the insurance commissioner that any insur. 
ance company. designated in any license 
issued by him is not solvent, reliable and in 
good standing, he shall revoke and cancel 
the license in so far as it authorizes the 
broker to contract with that company. And 
on notice from the commissioner it shall 
be the duty of the broker to whom it was 
for such 


issued -to present it forthwith 
cancellation. 
“Sec. 3. It shall be lawful for every duly 


licensed insurance broker from time to 
time, so long as his license is in force, to 
make or cause to be made, inspections, sur- 
veys, diagrams and descriptions of property 
in Georgia which he miay be employed to 
have insured. beyond the limits of this 
state, and to forward the same to any in- 
surance company specified in his license as 
a basis for contracting with such company 
for insuring the property; and in case of 
loss or damage after the insurance is ef- 
fccted, it shall be lawful for such loss or 
damage to be adjusted and paid in the man- 
rer and by the means usual with insurers 
and the assured for so doing. No penalty 
whatever shall be incurred by any inspec- 
tor, adjuster or other person for participat- 
ing bona fide in these transactions. It shall 
also be lawful for any such broker to for- 
ward cash premiums or installments, pre- 
mium notes and all documents whatsoever 
requisite to procure and keep up the insur- 
ance for which he may contract under the 
authority of his license, and he shall incur 
no penalty for so doing, but he shall do 
nothing ag the agent or representative of 
any insurance company, nor shall any such 
company be bound by his acts, the true in- 
tent and meaning of this law being that he 
shall act alone in behalf of such persons as 
may employ him to procure insurance or to 
renew and keep up the same, to afford aid 
ir collecting loss or damage covered 
thereby. 

‘Sec. 4. Every insurance broker shall file 

with the governor semi-annual] statements 
on the first day of January and July of each 
year, or within sixty days thereof. These 
statements shall contain a full and accu- 
rate report of the condition, on the 30th day 
of June and 3lst day of December then next 
preceding, of each company sp€cified in the 
broker’s license. They shall be made in 
every respect like those described in the sec- 
ond section of the act of October 24, 1887, 
hereinbefore referred to, and shall be sworn 
to by the president and secretary of the 
company to which they relate and the broker 
shall publish at his own expense a duplicate 
thereof, in a newspaper of general circula- 
tion in this state. Failure to file a state- 
ment within due time, or to publish it, shall 
work a forfeiture of the broker’s license in 
so far as it relates to contracting with that 
company, and the insurance commissioner 
shal] revoke and cancel it accordingly. 
“Sec. 5. Whenever any licensed insurance 
broker shal! obtain any insurance, he shall 
at once make to the insurdnce commission- 
@r a sworn statement of the same. His 
books shall, at all times be subject to the 
inspection of that officer, and shall be pro- 
duced and shown to him whenever required. 
His books shall set forth the following 
facts: First, the exact amount of insurance 
procured for each and every person, giving 
the name of the person; second, the gross 
premium charged thereon; third, the name 
of the insurance company; fourth, the date 
and duration of the policy. 
“Sec, 6. Hach and every lincensed broker 
shall pay into the treasury of this state 
the same tax, on the gross premiums upon 
all policies procured by him, as insurance 
companies authorized to do business here 
are required to pay. 

“Sec. 7. Any person who shall do or at- 
tempt to do the kind of business provided 
for by this act without being duly licensed, 
or who shall continue, or attempt to con- 
tinue, it after his license has been forfeited 
or revoked, and any licensed insurance 
broker, who, after failing to comply with 
any requirement made by him by this act, 
shall apply for or procure in behalf of any 
erson whatever any insurance on property 
n this state, other than his own, or that in 
which he has some insurable interest, shall 
be guilty of a misdemeanor, and, on convic- 
tion, shall be punished as prescribed in sec- 
tion 4310 of the code. | 
“Sec. & Be it further enacted by the au- 
thority aforesaid, that before any insurance 
broker shall be licensed to do business with 
anv insurance company not authorized to do 
business in this state, the broker so apply- 
ing for license shall file with the insurance 
ccmmissioner a statement signed by the 
resident of such insurance company, agree-

All insurance brokers doing 
business in this state under the provisions 
of this act shall have printed in large let- 
ters across.the face of each policy the fol- 
lowing words: “This company has no depos- 
it and no agent in Georgia.’ Any insurance 
broker violating this provision shall have 
his license to do business in this state re- 
voked by the insurance commissioner. 
‘Sec. 10. All laws and parts of laws in 
conflict ‘herewith are hereby repealed. 
“Approved, December 14, 1894.”’ 


Senator Venable’s Views. 


‘The motive that prompted me to draw 
and introduce the bill,” said Senator Vena- 
ble, ‘‘was “an honest effort to free the peo- 
ple of the state from the arbitrary meth- 
ods of the Southeastern Tariff Association. 
This association has had absolute and un- 
interrupted sway for eighteen years, and 
no man could insure his property unless he 
got their sanction and rates. Its object—I 


organize and maintain local boards, to es- 
tablish and enforce adequate rates and uni- 
form commissions, and to inculcate sound 
principles of underwriting,’ and it is com- 
posed of all fire insurance companies doing 
business in Georgia except a few who have 
agreed and contracted to abide by the rates 
established by it. Its dominion extends 
over North Carolina, South Carolina, Ala- 
bama and Florida. Its mandatory rules 
say ‘no risk igs to be taken without time, 
rate and premium declared,’ that is to say, 
its executive board, composed of five mem- 
bers, agents, shall first set the time-rate or 
premium on any piece of property before a 
person can secure insurance at al], and then 
only at the rate given by these five mem- 
bers of the executive beard—not the rate at 
which each of the fifty-five companies doing 
business in Georgia could afford to take the 
risk for, but what these five men, in each 
locality shall determine a man shall pay. 
The insurance companies in Georgia have 
no more to do with tixing the rate than I 
have. They sanction the rate these five 
ren put on each house and stock of mer- 
chandise in the entire state. The act of one 


is the act of all. 

“There was a law passed October 21, 1891, 
which says that it shall be illegal for in- 
surance companies or their agents to com- 
bine or pool or do anything tending to de- 
feat or lessen competition in the business of 
insurance in Georgia, and in case of com- 
plaint of any person if these facts are prov- 
en. the license to do business in Georgia is 
to be revoked by the insurance commission- 
er. This law is violated daily, as shown by 
their rules, above mentioned, and yet no 
man has tried to arraign the companies or 
their agents for this violation. Thep snap 
their fingers at the law and defy any one to 
attempt to have their license canceled and 
the public suffers on in silence. A penal 
statute would reach the case and they 
would not dare to meet to agree and fix a 
rate if it should be a misdemeanor to do so. 

“Give any man unlimited power and be 
becomes a tyrant. It is not surprising, 
therefore, that this association has become 
arrogant and oppressive, that, too, when 
every man in Georgia who owns property 
is its foe and enemy. 

“The legislature has tried other remedies 
and failed. This is one of the many to sé€- 
cure competition in insurance. Its efficacy 
will be determined by the future. Affairs 
cannot be worse and may be better. If this 
does not help I will endeavor next session 
to try another remedy. The following are 
the salient features of the bill as passed: 

‘4. It permits and authorizes an owner of 
preperty to exercise his common right to go 
into the marts of the United States and buy. 
his insurance as he buys his corn, meat or 
dry goods, and allows those from whom he 
purchases to come into the state, without 
being molested or indicted by the Southeast- 
ern Tariff Association, ag has been done 
heretofore, to view the property or adjust 
4 loss. Eivery fair-minded man will say, 
so far, so good. 

“9 Tt says that if I do not know where l 
can secure insurance in other states I may 
delegate that authority to my ‘neighbor in 
whom I have confidence, and who is skilled 
and has knowledge of the solvency and 
standing of certain companies. This neigh- 
yor is the broker. 

‘ “* This broker shall take an oath to tell 
his people the truth and not deceive any 
one in regard to the location, soivency and 
stancing of each company he is licensed 
to place policies in, on property in Georgia. 

“4 This broker, before he can obtain a 
license at all, after passing his examiation 
of character, moral and otherwise,before the 
insurance commissioner of the state, shall 
exhibit to the commissioner for his scruti- 
nizing care and sanction this article of 
necessity called insurance, giving in detail 
everything about the company—where locat- 
ed. how much the company is worth, its 
assets, in what they consist and every 
other fact necessary for a clear and full 
understanding of its solvency and worth, 
and its ability to pay, in case of loss, etc., 
and if, after this care and investigation, the 
insurance commissioner, the comptroller 
general, is satisfied it is a good, solvent 
company, he will issue to the broker license 
to place insurance on property in Georgia. 
“© The insurance company having passed 
this examination and having been pronounc- 
ed ‘good’ shall file a consent with the the 
commissioner that in case of loss or damage 
and the party desires to sue, that service 
can be made on a _ person that they 
will designate, and failing to do this, the 
broker’s license will be revoked and said 
company will not be allowed longer in the 
state. ; 
a6. The clause written across the face of 
the policy will be readily understood by 
any one who takes insurance, for the 
reason that the broker under oath is obliged 
to tell him all the facts, and he Knows 
where the assets of the company are 
located beforehand. It is nonsense to say 
that such reputable companies who de- 
sire to come Georgia would ever take ad- 
vantage by failing to designate some at- 
torney at law on whom service will be per- 
fected, for it is to the interest of all com-— 
panies to act squarely and thus keep in 
public favor. The forty-two states which 
have no deposit laws at all is sufficient 
evidence that the consensus of opinion 
of the United States 1s against all such 
laws. In these states they have agents, 
and when judgment ts had on final trial the 
money is sent into that state from the 
state where the company resides. You 
could not find anything to levy on but the 
handsome furniture of the handsome and 
weil-kept agent. This state, therefore, is on 
the same footing with these forty-two 
states. It may be well in passing to say 
that only four state, Ohio, Georgia, Vir-

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nia and Oregon, require a deposit to do 
usiness. All the others have only safe- 
guards as to solvency, etc., as we have in 
Georgia. The commissioner of insurance 
stands between the people and imposition 
of bogus companies, and I am willing to 


| risk him always. Every merchant of much 


business has an account in New York in 
some reputable bank. It remains there the 
year round. He draws against it when he 
pays for his goods in the marts of trade. 
He trusts the bank to keep his money se- 
cure till he wants it. Every insurer de- 
posits in the vaults of the insurance com- 
ny in New York, Boston or other place 
is premium for a contract of indemnity 
against losg by fire. When the fire comes 
he draws upon this account the same as 
the other merchant for goods. 
“You trust the company as you do 
the 3 The company holds 
your account subject to be drawn 
against in case of fire. The bank holds 
your money for you to draw against in 
case of need in meeting your bills. 
“No man is compelled to buy insurance 
from companies outside of Georgia, but he 
has a common fight to exercise his own 
judgment in his own affairs. To buy or 
not to buy of the combine, that is the ques- 
tion. 
“Practical experience is worth more than 
theory. I give you an jliustration in con. 
clusion. I bought $88,00v worth of insurance 
while in person in New York for my firm in 
companies who had up their deposit in 
Georgia for 33 1-3 per cent less than this 
local board would let me have it for in 
«atlanta. Why is this? The 33 1-3 per cent 
g0es to the agents and expenses ihev are 
at in keeping up the printing and stationery 
and commissions of the tariff association, 
etc. Surely a man should be allowed to 
save that if he wishes. 
“The act is right. Free trade, business 
judgment alone is necessary. Most people 
know a ‘wild cat’ when they see one. I 
will trust Comptroller General Wright every 
time to discriminate between a gcod and 2 
ad company. If it was not in the interest 
of economy and the people, why did thes> 
cats of the domestic species pounce upon 
it ffom its birth, threugh the perils of in- 
fancy, up to mature age on yesterday, 
when the governor set the seal of manhocd 
om it? Why did they seek to spoil the 
whole ac. by putting in at the last moment 
a prrase which made the body of the act 
inconsistent with the title—thus to hurl the 
anathemas of the constitution against 
it before the governor? They failed—why? 
I knew their tricks and would not stand it. 
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“All the people now have the right to buy 
where they will. If they refuse or fail ta 
exercise it. well and good.” 

Mr. Kgieston’s Sidc. 

Mr. Thomas Egieston, the southern man. 
ager of the Hartford Fire Insurance Com. 
pany, also president of the Southeastern 
Tariff Association, says: 

“The insurance brokers’ bill will cause 
the companies now doing business in Geor. 
gia no concern. It is an effet to permit 
companies which are unwilling oF unable 
to make the deposit of $25,000 to do business 
through @ broker. This system will not 
prove satisfactory to the public. 

“Under the agency plan which now pre- 
vails in Georgia th@4dnsurance takes effect 
just so soon as the applicant and agent 
agrée upon the amount, time and premium, 
Dut when secured through a broker his 
property would not be protected until the 
policy has been isszed by the outside com- 
pany and received by the insured. 

“Under the agency system the agent is 
on the ground, he inspects the risk and 
the company is bound by his acts. If the 
agent extends credit for the premium or 
collects the same and fails to pay the 
company, the policy ts nevertheless valid. 
Under the brokerage pian if the broker. 
who is the agent of the insured, should 
misrepresent the occupancy of the building, 
its construction, the exposures of fail to 
remit the premium to the company, or if 
the property was destroyed by fire prior 
to the receipt of the premium by the com- 
pany, the policy would be void and of no 
value. In other words the owner of the 
property would hold a policy, but he would 
never Know whether it was a valid con- 
tract or rot, even if the company is sol- 
vent, until his clatta has been paid. 

“The public will soon learn that insur. 
ance which may: insure is dear at any 
price.”’ 

Questioned as to its possible effect in re 
= the present rates, Mr. Egleston re- 
plied: 

“Insurance has a fixed cost as other com- 
mcdities. Therefore, if solvent companies 
accept risks undéer the new law they will 
not sell thetr policies except at a profit. 
The existing rates will nat justify any 
reductions, except for improvements in the 
cenrstruction and fire protecticn of individ- 
ual risks. The swora figures filed with the 
insurance commissioner attest the fact that 
the business in this state for the past years 
posed beng been profitable to the foreign com. 

nies.

pore a newspapers and Atlanta ‘drum- 
mers,’ or, as they are in these later days 
called, ‘commercial travelers,’ backed up by 
the courage and capital of her merchants 
and manufacturers, made Atlanta, and the 
process of construction is still going on 
through the same instrumentalities. At- 
lanta always did have the plucx+st news- 
papers and the most industrious aud aggres- 
sive drummers of any city in the south. 

“I know of no other aity whose drummers 
are so loyal to it in the United States as 
are those of Atlanta except Kansas City, 
but the latter city has not sustained the 
efforts of her commercial travelers and 
newspapers as has Atlanta, but has been 
going through a heavy reactionary period 
resulting from over inflation for several 


ears. 
ve Next to her newspapers Atlanta owes 
most to her commerciai travelers for her 
present proudly prosperous and enviable 
commercial position, and yet but few are 
ready to do them honor.

J STOPPED THE SUIT. | 


Mrs, Mary Dickson Has Hor Property 
Once More. 


MR M'CASLAN AGREES TO SETTLE 


The Terms of the Agreement Will Not 
Be Given Out-—There Will Be 
No More Litigation. 


The end of an interesting series of liti- 
gation was reached when a settlement’ of 
the Dickson-McCaslan suit was made Fri- 
day morning. 

Neither side is willing to talk about the 
details of the arrangement. Suffice it to say 
that between the litigants there is noth- 
ing now for contention and the proverbial 
white-winged cherubim of peace are flitting 
about the heads of all interested. 

Mrs. Mary G. Dickson is again in posses- 
sion of land that must have increased 
very much in value since 1892, when she 
sold it to Mr. W. J. McCaslan. 

The history of the suit is one that holds 
a great deal of interest and involves many 
legal points that will probably remain un- 
adjusted, since there is no necessity for 
further action upon either side. Messrs. 
Arnold and O’Brien represented the defend- 
ants and Messrs. King and Spalding were 
the attorneys for the plaintiff. 

It was in 1892 that Mr. W. J. McCaslan 
purchased from Mrs. Mary G. Dickson a 
fine piece of property on Peachtree street, 
the selling price being $82,500. Mr. McCas- 
lan paid $5,000 cash and assumed a mortgage 
amounting to $,000. He was given a bond 
for title to the property, and before the 
time for the payment of the second note 
had arrived he claims to have improved 
the property to the extent of $6,500. 

Mr. McCaslan gave a note for $22,400 to 
cover the balance due, dated payable one 
year from date. The note matured and was 
sued on, judgment being rendered by de- 
fault at the July term, 1894, of the city 
court. It wag then advertised to be sold 
the first week in August. 

A Meve Made by Mr. MeCaslan. 

Mr. McCaslan, believing that he had been 
mistreated in the matter, drew up a petition 
for an injunction against the sheriff to 
prevent him from disposing of the property. 
_The papers were taken to Macon, where 
Judge Richard Clark was at the time, 
there being no judge in Atlanta. There 
was a temporary restraining order granted 
by Judge Clark and the case was set for 
a hearing before Judge Lumpkin. 

When the hearing was had and the in- 
junction denied the property was again ad- 
vertised by Sheriff Barnes, when, acting 
as attorney for Mr. McCaslan, Judge Bleck- 
ley filed an illegality. The illegality set 
forth that the tenant in possession, Mr. W.. 
J. McCaslan, had not been served with a 
notice of the levy. The levy was dis- 
missed and the place readvertiseq for the 
December sales. 

Mr. McCaslan then filed another bill ask- 
ing that the sale be stopped on the ground 
that Mrs. Dickson had never patti off the 
Warranty deed to Mrs. Mary W. Johnson, 
and, therefore, had no legal right to make } 
a deed to another person for the purpose of 


levy and sale. Judge Lumpkin refused to | 
interfere and the case was to have been | 
taken to the supreme court until the set- | 
tlement was made. 

Mrs. MeCaslan Enters the Suit. 

Mrs. Luzy Gartrell McCaslan then filed | 
a petition which was directed against Mrs. | 
Mary G. Dickson and Sheriff Barnes. Mrs. | 
McCaslan alleged that Sheriff Barnes was | 
in collusion with Mrs. Mary G. Dickson |; 
and her attorney and had perpetrated a le- 
gal fraud in refusing to accept certain 
claim papers which were tendered in legal 
form by Mrs. McCaslan. Mrs. McCaslan 
also alleged that she had good and valid 
title to the property. The petition also al- 
leged that Mrs. Dickson was insolvent. 

In reply Mrs. Dickson brought forward a 
schedule of her property and Mrs. McCas- 
lan’s attorneys plead a surprise. The case 
has not gone on since then and the settle- 
ment Friday was the last chapter,
